Dolls for the theatre, as 
well as curtains and most 
other props were made by the 
three policemen or their 
wives, and the only profes- 
tlonal work used. apart from 
the tape recorder, is the steel 
framework which forms the 
skeleton of the theatre, 


Mr Hansen emphasised that 
the Punch show is only for the 
smallest children. Those over 
nine years ara given more 
therough inatructions in class. 


“But for the first time we 
can interest the smallest 
children. If they can remem- 
ber the three rules, many aoc- 
eldents avould be avoided,” he 


‘The Punch and Judy show, 
described by an cducation ex- 
pert az on “educational bull's 
eye", has shown Its worth in 
teaching three elementary traffic 
rule: to schoo) children under 
nine years. of age here. 


During a test, Punch showed 
even greater versatility, as. 50 
deaf and dumb children sat 
enthralled in a Copenhagen 
school while Punch battled with 
the “horrible traffic wizard", 
and clapped enthusiastically as 
the wizard was caught by croco- 
dile “Rif”. 


In ceming months thousands 
of small Danish schoolchildren 
wil] watch Punch battle with 
the wizard, and chorus: sleet sald. ' :
